“ BRECONSAIRE” 
F — 
MARINE COURT OF INQUIEY. 

The Marino Court of Inquiry into the oiroum- 
stunces attending the loss of the above steamur 
on the-White Rocksnear Swatow was resumed al 
the Harbour Offices yostorday morning, when tho 
following further evidence was taken, 

Robert Scobay said he was second mate of the 
Breconshire, and as such it was part of his daty 
at sea to assist the captain in navigating the 
ship, On the jovage from Nagasaki they got 
sights on the 14) ‘arch, and spain on the 15th, 
but on the 16th they ware unable to take sights 
on aceount of the fog. On that day the ship 
was Inid off on the chart, bot he did not remem- 
ber whether it was by doad reckoning or how. Ho 
could remember that there was no land sighted, 
but he did not remember anything moro, about 
what was done on tho 16th, as it was some tine 
ago now, He did not remember whether the 
sounding made on that day agreed with the dead 
reckoning. The chief officer thonght ho saw land 
on the starboard beam about noon on the 16th, 
and he called witness's attontion to it, Witness 
also thought ho saw it too, but ho was not sure. 
Aftorwarda he thought it could not have been 
land by the subsequent soundings, which he 
heard wera too deep to banear land. On’ the. 
17th they got sights at about 8.30; lio and the 
captain took the sights together, and they both 
agreed. id not then assist the captain. to 
mirk the position off on the chart, byt the cnp- 
tain had soundings taken, when 27 fathoms of 
water wore found. He then assisted the oaptain
